MILITARY ANECDOTE. 
At the battle of Orthez, while we were 
ing ourselves with conjectures of what 
‘next to be done, Lord Wellington came 
fiom ‘the village of St. Bois, the point in 
‘ispute, quietly walking his horse, and chat- 
ting with some of the staff, just as if nothing 
of consequence was going on, although it | 
was clear that his principal attack was par- 
tally On coming up to our di- 
vision, he ordered our left brigade to follow 
him, ‘aad very deliberately formed it into a 
line along the valley, thus connecting the 
attacks on the right and left. In effecting 
this he received a wound from a spent shot 
in the left leg, which though it did not pre- 
vent his continuing on horseback, confined 
him for a few days afterwards. Before Bay- 
onne, when it was reported to Lord Welling- 
ton that the French had withdrawn their 
osts in our front, his Lordship having look- 
ed through his telescope for a short time, 
and made a few inquiries, exclaimed, “ Off 
toattack, Hill!’ He immediately ordered 
the fourth division and part of the third to 
the bridge of the Nive, and galloped off to 
join Sir , hess The latter had done his 
work nobly, and Lord Wellington coming 
just as the enemy was retreating in 
Sbidhsdion from the last attack, is reported 
to have said, *‘ Hill, the day is all your own.”’ 
A cavalry officer related to me, that he was 
sent express onc night to Lord Wellington 
from a distant part of the army, with infor- 
mation of a sudden movement of the enemy, 
which all supposed to be of great conse- 
quence. His Lordship received him in bed, 
heard the communication, asked a few ques- 
tions, and with the laconic observation, 
« All's right,” fell back on his pillow and 
resumed his repose.— Ticelve Year's Mili- 
tary Adventures.

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At the Cirdait Court, and Court of Oyer and 
Terminer, held at Catskill, New York, his Hon-

intit! was seriously injured. Evidence was 
called on the part of the prosecutron, to prove 
the contract with the defendant for his transpor- 
tation from Catskill to Albany; also the upset,

little travelled during the summer ; that the river 
had just closed as far down as Athens or Cats- 
kill, and that this was the first time that passen- 
had been conveyed to Albany by land. The 
iver of course could not be expected to be 
intimately acquainted with the thea state of the 
roads. The horses, carriage and harness, were 
admitted to have been good, and the driver one 
who had been in the employ of the defendant 
for five years, and during that time had sustain- 
ed the character of a sober, careful and skilful 
man in his business; that he was driving down a 
gentle declivity upon a quick trot; that from the 
peculiarity of the ground (unless previously 
acquainted with it,) the danger could not be 
perceived until it was either impossible or very 
difficult to avoid it; that there were a number of 
post coaches which had d the same road 
the day previous, returned about the same time, 
also conveying passengers to Albany, all of 
which passed in safety. But a witness also testi- 
fied that he passed the road the same evening, 
after the hack overturned, with a common |um- 
ber wagon withoat springs; that he kept his eyes 
oa the road without perceiving any difficulty or 
danger, and that while either on a walk or slow 
trot, the wheel struck the gulley and was in- 
stantly overturned. The eharge of the Court 
to the Jary was to this effect :—That, although it 
appeared that the ange was an extra, and 
not of the regular line of stages, the same de- 
gtee of care and caution was required; that it 
wus the duty of the defendant to furnish good 
he-ses, carriage and harness, and also to provide 
the best possible driver; and that after having 
done this, he was still accountable for any acci- 
dent that might happen, which human skill and 
human foresight, accompanied by an extraordi- 
mary degree of vigilance and care, might have 
foreseen and prevented; that it was the duty of 
the defendant to furnish a driver who was well 
acquainted with the road; that, had the driver 
knowa of this rut or gulley before he passed it, 
with an extraordinary degree of care and cau- 
tion he might have escaped, or in some way 
have avoided the accident; that although a lum- 
ber wagon had upset in the same spot 
the same evening, still the fact that it had 
been passed in safety, was sufficient proof that 
the driver did not use extraordinary care and 
caution, and if the jury were of the same opi- 
anion, it was their duty to render a verdict for the 
plaintiff. Verdict for the plaintiff one hundred 
and fifty dollars damages, and six cents costs. 
Erastus Root vs. Francis Sayre.—This ac- 
tion was precisely similar to the one preceding, 
and the jury rendered a verdict of two hundred 
dollara for the plaintiff. 
The Catskill Recorder says an appeal from 
these decisions has been made to a higher court.

On the death of the famous ex-Director Bar- 
ras, in France, in January last, a justice of the 
Peace of the neighbourhood immediately attach- 
ed and sealed up all his papers, by virtue of an 
order which he had received in 1825,—nearly 
four years before, from one of the Cabinet of 
Paris. Barras had been thirty years in retire- 
ment, asa private citizen. His widow applied 
to the courts for the restoration of the papers, 
and the case was discussed in them on the 27th 
Feburary. The king’s attorney general esked 
and obtained a postponement. We are struck 
with the whole history of the proceedings, as 
exemplifying the continuance of arbitrary ideas 
and practice under a free constitution. Liberty 
does not yet appear to be understood, in the de- 
tail in France. This evil prevails in a greater 
degree in the new ‘Spanish American states. 
Monstrous abuse of right, the most tyrannical 
oppressions, are committed with impunity and 
submitted to as a matter of course, in the su- 
bordinate department of municipal government. 





Human Narvure.—Mr. Buckingham gives 
the following illustration of an important princi- 
ple in human nature :—‘* Some of the Khan's 
troops were sent out to shoot pigeons for our sup- 
per, and they thought it hard service, as the prac- 
tice was to select for this duty those who were 
not favourites, by which it was considered as a 
sort of punishment. I advised the chief to try 
the effect of a contrary system, making the duty 
a sort of honorary distinction, which he adopted 
with complete success; for on sending an order 
that six of the best shots of his train should go 
out on this service, there was a contention be- 
tween the whole troop for the honour of deserv- 
ing this title. Ihad tried the experiment so 
often at sea, by inviting the smartest seamen in 
the ship to lead the way in some duty which 
others had imposed as a punish ment, and I never 
knew any such appeal to the pride and better 
feelitigs, even of the commonest men, to fail.’’

ApvantTaces or Sink CLotues in Damp 
Wratuen.—In moist or rainy weather, we feel 
oppressed and drowsy; because all moisture 
greedily absorbs our electricity, which is the 
buoyant cordial of the body. To remedy this 
inconvenience, we have only to discover a good 
non-conductor of electricity, to prevent its es- 
cape from the body; and this we have in silk, 
which is so excellent a non-conductor that the 
thunderbolt or the forked lightning itself, could 
not pass through the thinnest silk handkerchief, 
provided always that it be quite dry. Those, 
therefore, who are apt to become low-spirited 
and listless in damp weather, will find silk waist- 
coat, drawers and stockings, the most powerful 
of all cordials. Flannel is also good, but no- 
thing 80 powerfulas silk. Wash-leather is like- 
wise a non-conductor of electricity, and may be 
used by those who prefer it. But silk is by far 
the best, and those who dislike to wear flannel 
next to the skin, will find equal benefit by substi- 
tuting cotton shirts, drawers and stockings, with 
silk ones over them; or where more heat is requi- 
red, flannel ones between the cotton and the 
silk, for the silk should always be outermost. — 
Atheneum.

Pavrers are said to have lately thronged 
into Lonpon in unprecedented numbers.— 
The following is from a police report in the 
Tixes. The eloquence of the rabble, and 
the wisdom of the Mayor, bave probably 
both received some embellishment; but 
perhaps the facts are net much exagger- 
ated: 

Crowds of men, women, and children, have 
flocked into the asylum for what they called the 
Houseless Poor (supported by the liberal con- 
tributions of the public,) from the suburbs of 
the metropolis, as well as from different coun- 
ties. It was the practice of the multitudes who 
took up their lodging for the night at the 
asylum, upon being turned out in the morning, 
to beg about the streets, and whatever might be 
their luck to return to the same quarters in the 
evening. Many of these visitants had the con- 
science to lodge constantly in this place for 
three weeks successively. At length the com- 
mittee, whose humanity had been imposed upon, 
adopted a plan by which the paupers were pre- 
vented from returning so often; and then some 
of the most resolute and lazy fellows, who had 
been repulsed from the asylum, determined to 
compel the chief magistrate to supply them with 
another place as comfortable as that which they 
had just quitted. They appeared at the Justice- 
room, and said that they were in want of food 
and clothes, and in fact destitute of every thing, 
and they hoped his Lordship would be good 
enough to order that they should be provided. 

The Lorp Maronr, upon inquiry found that 
the paupers had settlements in the neighbour- 
hood of the metropolis, and that they had at 
diferent periods been relieved. He therefore 
ordered them to quit the Justice-room, and to 
apply to their parishes for relief. 

They walked down the steps of the Mansion- 
house, but after they had consulted together for 
a short time, one said to the other, (as was-ef- 
terwards ascertained,) ** I say, Jem, I’m blowed 
if the work in my workhouse a’nt harder nor 
the work in the Compter, and I’m blowed if I 
goes home.’’ To this a second replied, “ Ay, 
and my éyes! if there an’t better wittles than 
there is at the vorkhouse: I’ll go to the Comp- 
ter.” **Ay,’’ said a third, ‘‘ but then the Lord 
Mayor won’t let us in. He don’t care about the 
poor creeturs of his own country, not a pin. He 
woted for these here Catholics, and I’m blowed 
if they don’t starve us all.’’ 

The paupers then whispered together, and 
soon aftewards his Lordship’s housekeeper’s 
windows were dashed in, no less than five paving 
stones having been thrown at them by the con- 
spirators, in the oe of exasperating the au- 
thorities to commit them to the Compter. Upon 
being brought before the Lord Mayor, and 
charged with having broken the windows, the 
paupers said they could not help it—they had 
no place to go to, and they should be glad to go 
to prison. 

The Lorp Mayor said, that he should cer- 
tainly send the paupers to prison, but it should 
be a prison in which they should work. His 
housekeeper was, he said, very near being knock- 
ed down, and he had no idea of excusing so gross 
a breach of the peace. 

Soon afier this determination of his Lordship, 
some more windows were burst in at the other 
side of the Mansion-house, but the delinquents 
having at that moment learned that the tread- 
mill and a good flogging were to be the portion 
of their fellow conspirators, contrived to escape 
from a similar reward. 

The Lornp Maror gave directions that those 
paupers who were known not to belong to the 
city of London, and who were found begging or 
lingering in the city, should be driven without 
the limits. 

The officers declared that the paupers would 
lie down before his Lordship’s door, and knock 
at it, as if they were his Lordship’s guests, if 
something were not done. 

The Lorv Mavor—Take every one you find, 
who does not belong to the city, and shove him 
out. It is a scandalous thing that paupers from 
all parts are sent to crowd our streets.

The printing of worsted shawls is carried on 
to so great an extent in Kilmarnock, that at 
present there are no less than 11 print-works, 
at which there were 170 printers employed, 
who earned from 12s. te 18s. per week. A num- 
ber of them, however, are at present shut, 
owing to a dispute between the journeymen and 
masters.

EXTRAORDINARY VICISSITUDES. 

Amongst the next batch of convicts ordered 
for Botany Bay is a female, the natural daughter 
of a Scotch nobleman. The history of her suf- 
ferings, from the moment she placed herself un- 
der the protection of a husband, is strange in the 
extreme. Of the truth of the following particu- 
lars there is not the slightest doubt. ‘The ex- 
traordinary nature of the case, as it was whis- 
pered about the old Bailey during her trial, led 
to an inquiry; and if the experience of misfor- 
tune be any ground on which to expect a miti- 
gated sentence, in the instance of this unfortu- 
nate individual, the mild course ought certainly 
to be adopted. Her name is Crossley, and she 
was tried the session before last, for bigamy, at 
the Old Builey, and convicted; and it was report- 
ed that she had been a general dealer in hus- 
bands, and was the wife of no less than five or 
six men at one time.

ago. His wretched companion made every ef- 


fort to obtain a commutation of punishment, and 
in travelling to a distant place for the purpose 
of beseeching the aid of some influential person, 
she was of a deformed child in the 
stage-coach. She remained a widow (as it is 
reported she believed herself to be) for some 
years, never having heard a syllable about her 
first husband, and then she listened te the ad- 
dresses of the gentleman who last thought him- 
self entitled to her, and after a decent period of 
courtship, married him.

Wexrorp, Feb. 14—Satuarday last a girl of 
the name of Walsh, residing in Taghmon, put an 
end to herself under the following circumstances; 
—She had for some months received the atten- 
tions of a person who gave her reason to believe 
that he intended making her his wife, but who 
put off the match from time to time, assigning as 
his reason his inability to support the expense of 
housekeeping. The girl having obtained from 
her father a small sum of money (about 7/,) pre- 
sented it to him, by way of enabling him to com- 
mence; but from that moment he withdrew him- 
self from her society, and discontinued his visits 
to her father’s house.

Accordingly, on 
the evening in question, she left her home, un- 
der pretence of going for candles, but in reality 
with a determination to carry her dreadful pur- 
pose into effect. With this view, she bought 
some oil of vitriol, which having swallowed, she 
returned home. Though she had been but a few 
minutes absent, the change in her appearance 
was so great as to be immediately observed by 
her brother and sister, who were then in the 
house, and who had no suspicion of her real mo- 
tive in leaving it. They anxioushy asked her 
what was the matter? She answered, ‘‘ Nothing 
—she was a little ill, and that was all;’’ but she 
grew so rapidly and so alarmingly worse, that 
her brother said he would go for the doctor and 
the priest. She replied, ‘‘ No, you will go for 
no doctor for me, nor priest either, I am beyond 
the doctor’s skill;and as for the priest, it’s too 
late—I’m dying, and I’m !”* then conjur- 
ing him to be ‘‘revenged of that villain,’’ she 
sunk under the effect of the powerful poison she 
had taken. 





Hea.ttH.—Marcu.—The north east winds 
which prevail in March dry the surface of the 
body, check perspiration, and cause pleurisy, 
croup, and other pulmonary complaints; they al- 
so chap the skin of children, and are extremely 
detrimetal to young infants, who should not be 
exposed to these winds. Nothing is so injudicious 
as efforts to harden children by sending them 
out in cold weather, but in saying this, we think 
it necessary to recommend the rearing of infants 


without the use of caps, either at night or in the 


day. Children so reared never have catarrhs, 
and escape many other diseases.— British Jima- 
nac. 


At one of the late sittings of the Academy of 
Sciences at Metz, an account was given of a new 
experiment, in order to ascertain the presence 
of cotton in woollen stuff’. An ounce of pure 
alkali or caustic is to be dissolved in half a pound 
of water, and the suspected stuff is to be boiled 
in it about a couple of hours. If the stuff is com- 
posed wholly of wool, it will be entirely dissolv- 
ed, and will form a species of soap-suds on the 
surface of the water, and should ran through a 
fine sieve when poured into it boiling hot. If, 
on the contrary, the stuff contains cotton, or 
other vegetable fibres, they will perhaps under-

FROM THE PACIFIC.—The ship, Gulnare, 
Griffith, came up yesterday from Valparaiso, and 
test from Huasco, in 89 days. The following 
letter has been received by the proprietor of the 
Exchange News Room: — 

“ Vatrparaiso, 12th December, 1829. 
The brig Chilian, Robinson, in the short pas- 
sage of 76 days: from Baltimore, has arrived 
here and will sail for Africa to-morrow. The 
brig James Beacham, Bennet, of Baltimore, ar- 
rived about two weeks since, and will sail for 
Coquimbo the day after to-morrow, The ship 
Benjamin Rush, Duff, of Baltimore, will sail in 8 
or 10 days for Coquimbo, and thence home.— 
The ship Brooklyn, of Boston, for the North 
West Coast, uncertain. The U.S. ship Brandy- 
wine, Com. Jones, is here, all well. The Vin- 
cennes is in Callao. 

Gen. Santa Cruz sails to-morrow in the brig 
of war Achilles, to take the place of General 
Sucre, who is driven out of Bolivia. The waris 
still carried on between Peru and Colombia, but 
there appear to be some prospects of a reconci- 


The packet ship Grorer Canx1xo has 
arrived at New York, having sailed from 
Liverroot on the 24th of March. We 
have received our files of Lonpon papers to 
the 23d, with a proof shcet from our cor- 
respondents of the New York Morx1xe 
Courier. The most striking incident no- 
ticed is a duel, on the morning of the 21st, 
between the Duxe or Wexurneton and the 
Earnt or Norrixcwam and Wrxcnaitsea, 
the same who distinguished himself at Pex- 
rnvEX heath. We have copied, from the 
Morxino Crronicre of the 23d, the cor- 
respondence relating to this affair. The 
Duke’s admirers have frequently pointed to 
the close parallel between his character and 
that of Mariporoven, as a soldier and a 
statesman. We do not find, however, that 
the papers justifying the course. which the 
former has thought fit'to adopt have quoted 
the example of his great predecessor, in a 
case somewhat similar. He, however, found 
a less ready antagonist. 

On the 17th and 18th, the Carnoxic Re- 
Lier Brit was again debated, on the second 
reading. The-~ opposition was vigorous, 
but the majority was 180. Sir Caaries 
Weruere.t exhibited the singular specta- 
cle of an Attorney General, not only oppo- 
sing the measures of the cabinet, but assail- 
ing, in no measured terms, the Lorp Cuan- 
CELLor and the leader in the Hovsr or 
Commons, both of whom he branded as 
apostates. Ile caid that the intentions of 
the cabinet were unknown to him seven days 
before the meeting of Parliament, and that 
he would not be made “the dirty tool to 
draw up such a bill.” Mr. Banxes de- 
clared that the measure, whether good or 
evil, was the work of O’ConnELL, not 
Weiitxerox. Mr. Peet defended him- 
self ably. The bill for disfranchising the 
forty shilling freeholders was opposed, on 
the motion for going into committee, by but 
20 members in a house of 240. Lord 
PAaLMERsTON was in the minority, and Mr. 
Husxisson, also disliking the bill, declined 
voting. 

We have met with no further attacks on 
the Duxe of Cumper.anp, who continued 
to oppose concession with undiminished 
warmth. Lord Weuirneton,as he left the 
Hovse of Lorps on the 19th, was surround- 
ed by a rabble of several hundreds, who 
assailed him with yells, and all sorts of op- 
probrious epithets. “Though on horseback, 
he could not get rid of them till he reached 
his house. 

The renewal of hostilities between the 
Russians and Turks is announced in the 
GERMAN papers. 

Despatchee received at Loxpon, from 
Brazit, convey the Empsror’s resolution 
to support the young Queen of PortueaL 
against Dox Mievet. 

A Frencu paper gives the following ex- 
tract from a private letter, dated Poxt 
Manon, Feb. 26. Whatever affrays may 
have taken place, the charge of assassina- 
tion will probably prove unfounded: 


Deplorable affrays have taken place in this 
port between the sailors of the American frigate 
the Java, and the sailors of the French corvette 
Pomona and the brig Faune. In the evening 
of the 15th, M. Mesnard, midshipman of the 
Faune, was cruelly assassinated at the gates of 
the town, by some American sailors. The 
guilty are in the hands of Justice. The last ho- 
nors have been paid to M. Mesnard. The offi- 
cers of the garrison, those of the ships at anchor 
in the port, and a great number of the inhabi- 
tants of Mahon, attended his funeral.

His Lordship’s name in 
1763 disappeared from the Navy List, op being 
appointed a Commissioner of Excise; yithin 
the last five had been repla ong 
the Retired Captains. His Lordship, in 
command of the Charon of 44 guns, in 1779, 
with a small force, suddenly attacked and car- 
ried the strong Spanish fortress of St. Fernando 
de Omoa, in which were found 250 quintals of 
quicksilver and three millions of dollars. It 
was on this occasion that the following circum- 
stance occurred of a sailor, who singly scram- 
bled over the wall of the fort, with a cutlass ii 
each hand. Thus equipped he fell in with a 
Spanish officer just scout Gul sleep, and who, 
in the hurry and confusion, had forgotten his 
sword. The tar, disdaining to take advantage 
of an unarmed foe, and willing to display his 
courage in single combat, presented the officer 
with one of the cutlasses, telling him ‘‘he 
scorned any advantage; you are now on a 
footing with me.’’ The astonishment of the 
officer, at such an act of generosity, and the 
facility with which a friendly parley took place, 
when he expected nothing else but (from the 
hostile appearance of the foe) to be cut to 
pieces, could only be riff[@iled by the admiration 
which his relating the story excited in his 
countrymen. Upon the circumstance being 
mentioned to Sir Peter Parker, at the return 
of the squadron, he appointed the intrepid fel- 
low to be boatewain of a sloop of war. A few 
years after, either in a fit of madness or intoxi- 
cation, he forgot his situation, and struck the 
Lieutenant of the Ferret sloop of war, for 
which he was tried by a court martial, condem- 
ned to suffer death, and executed.— Hampshire 
Telegraph. ,

Despatches, dated the 6th of January, were 
received this morning at the Foreign Office, 
from Lords Strangford and Ponsonby, at Rio 
Janeiro. They have brought the particulars of 
the audience granted to the Portuguese deputa- 
tion by the- Emperor of Brazil. 

‘The Portuguese Deputation consisted of the 
Conde de Sabugal and Don Antonio de Magal- 
haes, who were received by the Emperor of 
Brazil at a public audience on the last day of 
December. The Conde addressed a speech to 
his Imperial Majesty, depicting the wretched 
situation of the county, deprived of its legiti- 
mate Sovereign, and under the despotic sway of 
an usurper. 

The Emperor's reply was dignified and deci- 
sive.—He assured the deputation that he would 
consult the interests of the two nations, and not 
endanger their mutual independence, which he 
was fully determined to maintain. But “I have 
resolved to act in such a manner as to show the 
world my determination to fight for the rights 
of my daughter, your Queen, and to enter mio 
no compromise with the usurper of the crown 
of Portugal.’’ 

It is supposed that this determination will be 
followed by an immediate declaration of war 
against Don Miguel. 

Portvca..—aAdvices from Lisbon to the 6th 
instant have been received. On that day, five 
officers who were implicated in the designs of 
Moreira, including Moreira himself, were hang- 
ed, and their heads afterwards exposed upon 
the gallows on pikes. Two other persons who 
were brought out of prison with them, were 
obliged to witness the execution of the five. One 
of these was a son of Moreira, a mere boy. 
They are to be sent to Africa in chains. The 
court sentenced these unfortunates to be trans- 
forte for life; but their blood only would satisfy

Tainity, April 9th. 

‘*L have to communicate the unpleasant ia- 
telligence, that the flue on the larboard boiler, 
collapsed about a quarter of a mile above Tri- 
nity, and blew one of the saiiors overboard, 
scalded another badly, and scalded a colored 
fireman so that I have no hopes of his recovery. 
I fortunately had on board Doctor Clark, a very 
intelligent Physician, who rendered every as- 
sistance in his power. I expect to-morrow morn- 
ing to build a wall between that boiler and the 
other, and go on to New Orleans before I re- 
pair. This accident was evidently the effect of 
the water being too low in the boilers; the same 
cause that has produced every accident of the 
kind that has ever happened on the riv@r.’’— 
Com. Daily Adv. 





SINGULAR ACCIDENTS. 

We learn by a gentleman from Warren, says 
the Providence American, that while the brig 
Zephyr was lying off in the stream, bound to 
Havana, on Tuesday last, a seaman, Timothy 
Bosworth, fell from the foretopsail-yard, struck 
the railing, and was precipitated into the river.

LATEST FROM NEW ORLEANS. 

The trig Arctic, Capt. Phillips, bes arrived 
this morning in 11 days to the Capes, end brings 
New Orleans papers to the 7th April, which’ 
have been left at the Exchange, George Swear- 
engen, late Sheriff of Washington county, the 
reputed murderer of his wife, and who was ar- 
rested at New Orleans, is » prisoner on board, 
to be delivered up to the authorities of Mary- 
laod. (This morning Swearengen was taken be- 
fore Justice Garr, and after « hearing of the 
case, was committed to Baltimore County Jail- 
for trial.) 

Little Miss Lawe has performed Richard 3d 
at New Orleans. Mr. Fonaest had arrived and 
was announced for 12 nights to play with Mr. 
Boor. 

Franxitw Lea, Esq. had been appointed 
Clerk of the U. S. Court, for the Eastern District 
of Louisiana. 

The Louisiana Advertiser of the 7th April says 
—One of the most important questions ever de- 
cided in Loussana or perhaps in any of the states 
im this union, (in respect to the amount of monies 
involved and the principles of law at issue) was 
yesterday determined by the supreme court of 
this state. One of the judges (Matthews) being 
confined at home by indisposition, Judge Martin, 
who delivered the opinion, informed the bar that 
Judge Matthews hed read and fully concurred in 
the judgment. It is therefore the unanimous 
opinion of the court. 

The case to which we allude grew out of the 
bankrupt estates of the late commercial houses 
of Morgan, Dorsey & Co. and William Keener 
& Co. One of these houses in 1825 drew cer- 
tain bills of exchange in favour of the other, by 
whom they were endorsed, upon the house of 
Duncan and Sons of Livepool, payable in Lon- 
don. The bills were accepted, payable at a cer- 
tain banking house in London. The day on 
which they were made payable, was Axed by the 
drawees, but the day on which they svete except- 
ed did not appear on the face of the bifls, which 
were all drawn at sixty days sight. They were 
afterwards protested on the day fired by the ac- 
ceptors, which day was stated and proved by 
parol evidence, to be the sixty-third after ac- 
ceptance. The question was whether the draw- 
ers and endorsers of these bills were not. discharg- 
ed, and on this question, it is understood, some 
of the inost learned judges and soundest law- 
yers in England as well as the United States 
were divided. But the supreme court, after hav- 
ing had the case before them for ten months, has 
decided that the acceptance was good, the pro- 
test regular, and that all the parties to the bills 
are liable to the holders. The gmount involved 
is upwards of $400,000. wh.
